rofound is the belief in his powers among the

ower olasses, that the sireet (n wlai'vh he ope-

rates 18 blocked up, and the polics, elther
moved by the aunoyanve, or warned by
the priests that oures of the kind did not
tend to increage bellef in Christisnily, or-
déred the exhibition to end, All this is
very vagne, too vagne for comment, bat it
.'i!.va!-nm from really respectable testimony
that & man of this panie, wearing &4 Zouave
aniform, has really claimed o {_u_'r\l'u'l" ol curing,
by an eflort of the will, such diseasey us have
their origin in paralysis of the nerves, that he
has either cnred, or deceived, or bonght oar-
tain protectors, and that e has éxcited a sort
of furores among the lower olasses. Further,
it Beems that one Loglishman, presmumably
Intelligent, and certainly eduncated, has had
acocess to his room during the cures. The Bir-
mingham Journa! is not, we fear, a paper
quite g0 muoh read in London us it deserves
to be, but it possesses a Parls correepondent
who i& certninly 2 great goseip, and we fear
given, when hardly presaed, to trust a little
fo & very fertile imagination, and who makes
upon the anbject of this Zouave the followlng
extraordinary statement, by far the most
minate that has yet appeared in England, Wa
cannot help the length of & narrative whiok is
well worth the time it takes to read, aud
which is abeolutely essential o our purpose: —

“The Zonave admits no one to his presence
who is not veally afllivted with disease or in-
firmity—those who are lad to the Rue dela
Roquette by curiosity being compelled to re-
main in the waiting-room. Fortunately, |
was furnished with a lettar from his best
friend, and became privileged at once, [ en-
tered the room with twenty of the most ragged
and dirty of the whole mob, and am thus
enabled to desoribe the geene.

He
neither spoke unor moved while Lis father
busied himself in arranging the visitors upon
the low wooden benches before him. Every
orutch and slick was taken from the infirm
Fntiemn, and placed in the cormer be-
iind the door, amid the timid whines
of the poor frightened creatures, acens-
tomed to look upon the help afforded by
these objects as absolutely necessary to their
safety. When all were seated thus, leauning
the one against the other, the father going
close up to the son, whispered in his ear. He
was aroused in a moment, and, coming for-
ward with a movement brusque and hurried,
savorivg of the military camp, and not in the
least of the solemnity of the magician’s sano-
toary, he walked up and down for a few
minntes before the eager line of suffersrs, To
each he told the disease undar which he or she
was suffering, and the original canse of the
malady; and, as no objection was made in any
ons onse, [am led to suppose him to have been
right in all,

““Presently, however, | observead him to
stop suddenly, and fix his ey» upon one of the
patients who sat al the extreme end of the
gecond bench, and after examining him for a
woment, turn aside with a slight shodder,
which 1 observed was neither of disgust nor
dread, but a kind of involuntary recoil. Ha
gald abruptly, poiniing with his forefinger
straight jnto the face of the individual he
addresged :—*1 can do nothing for your dis-
ease ; it is beyond my power; go, and re-
member it is nseless to return,” This was all,
but the words acted upon ‘the man like a
magio spell. He shook from head to foot,
like the aspen leaf, and tried to gasp outa
fow words, but whether of prayer or expostu-
lation it is impossible to say, for his tongue
seemed paralyzed, and clung to the roof of his
mwouth, while the Zouave turned aside with
an indesoribable expression of fear, certainly
indicative of a kind of intimidation. DBat
this wus soon shaken off, and he again passed
bafore the line, uttering simply the words,
‘Rise and walk !' The sound which simulta-
neously burst from the assembly could find no
fitting deseription in any language. It was a
sort of moaning whine, a kind of infantine wail-
ing, evidently produced by fear and daubt,
One feeble old beggar woman, whose head had
stopped its palsied shaking from the moment
the Zouave Jacob had fixed his glittering sye
npon her, was the one who gave expreasion to
the feeling whioch had avidently taken posses-
sian of them all. *Oh, how can I move with-
out my orutchea?’ and, haviog turnad a yearn-
ing look towards the corner where these old
friends and supporters were standing, with a
host of others, she began to mumble and moan
most piteously. Buot the Zouave looked for
an instant down the line, with an ominous
frown on hig brow, as he found that not one of
the patients had obeyed Lis orders.

“*No pretension to the sacred character of a
yprophet, or inspired seer, was thers, for he
stagnped with such rude violence on the tloor
that the cmsement shook again, He almost
utiered an oath, but it was unfinished, az he
once more uttered the command to rise and
walk, so that others might be admitted in
thuir plage. Then cane the most strange and
mysterious moment of the whole ceremony.
One by one did every individual seated npon
those low wooden benchies rise and stand sreot,
No Worde can describe the singular spectacle
offered by this fearing, bhoping, doubting
crowd, ag each one fonnd himsel! standin
firm upon the legs which for years had cease
to do their office, Some langhed like foollsh
children, gome remained wrapped in stolid
wonder, while many burst into the most heart-
rending puroxysm of weeping. It was then
that the Zouave stretohed forth his arm and
le:ndv. themn pause, All was hushed aud silent
for & moment, The pause lasted for soms
time. I have bean told that it is always
8o, but have not been able to secount for

its meoessity; and them the door was
thrown open, and the cripplsd and the para-
lysed, and the halt and the lawme of the hour
before, wialked from that long, low, half-
darkened ohawber, with a somewhat timid
gait, it may be, but with straightened limbs
aud meagured steps, as though no silment had
ever ypached them. Oue oF two amongst the
nomber turned to thank their verer, but
the Zouave dismissed them brutally. R of;
don't stand shilly-shally. You are ocured,
ain’t vou I—that's enough—now pietiesmoi ls
campl*  1n  plain English—'Cut your stiok,

and be gone,’ Before lsaving the room I

turned Lo look at the single patient whose case

Juacob had pronounced as being beyond his
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arms, and bis neck twisted all awry.
tainly was a hang-dog connlenancs, worsa than
ativ | ever 1,.},.,1'5, and the expression of rags,
and bate, and fear, whiol It conveyed was un.
mistakable. His fwet were paralyzed likewise
and twined ontward,
he Zonave's Mnther searched amongat the
stioks and erntches left in the corner for thoss
which belonged to the onlyoripple destined
to remain a0, and as he touched sach one, look
with inguiring glanes towards the anhappy
wretch, who anawered with an awkward jark
of Lis wry neck, until he peized upon & sort
of wooden shell or go-oart upon wheals,
which the oripple had been uged to push
before him. A boy cama fn to help him from
his gent, and as he disappeared, supported by
this ald, he uttered o poignant grosn, whivh
roeounded through the place with the most
welrd nod terrible effiot imaginable. Isulbsa-
quently inguired of the Zouvave by whnt im

pression he was made aware of his inability
to cure, e answeretl simply that in cases
of this kind a veil seemed to fll befors s

e yed and hmpede his view of the puationt.”
We tieed not say we do not ask our readera
to believe one word of that most extraordinary
stiternent,. We know nothing whatever of
the correspondent of the Birmingham Journal,
except that for yearz past he hias been telllog
stories in that paper better than almost say
one tells them; we do not know his name, and
are wholly unable to descids whethor he saw all
thiz, or deliberately invented all this, or, as is
most probable, pieced together ull this from
other men’s storiss, dnd then made himsalf
the bero of the narrative., That remark about
the voil looks decidedly like an invention, for

it is Scoteh, Old Scoteh was the mode
d <I--:~Tt'll fifty years ago by the ““meera™ of
Skye to joribe  the modes  operamdi  of

their power of predicting death, Nor do we
care wuch to explain, or try to explain, the
impression the Yonave has unguestiopably
produced in Paris

Our own impression i3, we confess, n very

strong one, that he i2 not p fanatic at all, bat
an hwpostor, who gete np this drama as an ad
vertizement, with the view of crenting an im-
pression—highly profitable in Paris—that ha
can enre what quaoks call “*nervous diannses,”
but that i5 ouly a plausible guess:. Dot the
story irresistibly suggests the old query, what
amonnt of evidepce will justify an intelligent
human being in believing the facts related of
the Zouave! Clearly no statements from un-
known mewspnper correspondents wonld jns-
tify Lim, becanss we have no sufficient proof
that they are certain to tell the truth, or intel-
lngent --"“IF_.'.'l-. to deteot falsehicod. Buat how
miuch evidence wonld do ! Bupposa, instead of
an unkpown gosgip, & known man, say Mr.W.
. Ruesell, had sleasd that wonderful tale,
would that have flicient ? No; for any
individoal might have been the victim of an
illugion, Well, but suppose a group of known
men, s0y, to make the suppozition parfect, the
Archilishop of Canterbury, Mr. Maurice, Lord
Stanley, Mr. Lowes, I'rofessor Huxley, and Sir
Henry Thompson—the operator, we mean—
Lind added their signatures to the tale, wonld
that have Yeen sufficient I We belleve one-half
the educated men in England would say imme-
diately no, that no evidence whatever could
prove an occurrence, or rather a series of oc-
currences, so searly approaching the miracu-
lons.  And yet, if the testimony of many men
morally incapalle of lying, intellectually more
competent to test deception than any average
doubler to test their statements, ia not to be
accepted, why do we belisve anything ?
Most of uz have no better proof that the
Queen exists, for, alter all, ope's syesight, if
fairly considered, i3 by no means 80 complete
& demonstration of any fact as the testimony
of those six men wonld be. Their six eye-
sights are worth more than onr one, on any
rule of evidence worth discussion. There is
no proof that we know of that the sarth goes
ronnd the sun, except the testimony of a good
msny competent and houest persons that they
liave seen, or otherwise convinced themselves,
of certain phenomena which can be explained
only upon that theory. Jacob, as we say, seems
to us & vulgar impostor, who has taken in the
clever racontenr whose acconnt we have quoted;
Lt enr contention is that if the six gentlemen
nmme d had 2een the same incidents, and tested
their reality, and signed the storyteller's state-
ment, we should either be bound to accept the
facts—their meaning is another matter—orto
glate honpestly that there are incidents so new,
s0 unusoal, and 30 unnlike any previous ex-
perience, that evidence in regard to them has
no meaning or weight at all. This is the
point to which we want to bring our oppo-
nents on this subject, and never can bring
them, ls there any cccurrence not involving
directly or indirectly & contradiction in terms
which they wonld, npon the testimony of
these six men, when specially interested in
investigation, refuse absolutely to believe?
And if so, upon what grounds do they accept
anything, or build any scheme of scientifie,
antiquarian, or judicial research? What is
the limit, short of a statement which centra-
dicts itself, beyond which testimony has no
valoe ! Is there no amount of testimony which
would proye, prove to a demonstration, that
the mers will of 8 Zouave named Jacob could
eunble a paralyzed persom to walk lke a
healthy man; and if so, how much ? or, if not,
what is our grouud for believing & statement
of & gradual core of similar dizeass in any
hospital in Great Britain? Upon the answer
to those gquestions, unpon the establizh.
went, if it be possible, of some dis-
tinot canon as to the valne of evidenoce, de-
pends the whole utility of inquiry into the
more recondite phenomens of nature, and half
the valne at least of modern theologio disouns-
glon.

Yon are trying, we shall ba told, to prove,
on svisntilic gronnds, the sclentific value of an
nusoientifle credulity. Well, well, well!
never mind about names.  Call it credulity or
falth, superstition or conviotion, the point
remaing '.\w spme, 18 there, or i there not, a
poszsible amount of human testimony which
ought to produce certainty as to a particnlar
aveut in & reasoning mind, which in trath, for
all purpoges of subssquent investigation or
theory-bnilding, males it o fnet, as much to be
reckoned with as the appearance of an nunex-
pected comet in an astronomer's ealenlations ¢
We contend that there in, and muost lJ\" and
have as yel seen no angwer from the
bhovestly skeptical side which does not
involye the sclentifio conolusion that there are
facts ot Impoesible (1 s which yet are so
nulikely that no amount of evidence wounld
prova that they ocourred. “The unlikeliest
thing we know of i3 that a grain of wheat
shonld be buried, and then montha after-
wards ghioot out gixty other grains—he wasa
speculator, the genius who first tried that!
—but still one believes it, and mets on the
belief. Why, if testimony to the unlikely
